ALLEGED MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 


In the King's Bench Division, . before Mr. 
Justice Dodd, Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., with 
whom was Mr. Louis 0’ herty (instructed 
by Mr. Campbell, Swinford), applied for a 
conditional order of habeas corpus in the 
case of William Murphy, Prezon Balla, Co. 
Mayo, who is at present a prisoner in Hare 
Park Internment Camp 

Counsel moved a ‘the affidavit of Mr. 
Thomas Campbell, solicitor, of Swinford, Co. 
Mayo, which stated that on the 24th January 
last Murphy, while a prisoner in Hare Park, 
was brought before a Free State militaty 
officer and informed that he had been tried 
and sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude. 
On the 30th of January he was asked to sign 
a form for the purpose of having the sentence 
réviewed. Murphy informed the Free State 
authorities that a mistake had been made, and 
| that he was not the William Murphy whose 
trial was purported to have taken place on 
the 7th November, 1922, as he had not been 
arrested until 1923. Another man named 
William Murphy, residing at Ballagh, Co. 
Mayo, had been cagtiored at Resrow, Co.

Alderman A. Byrhe raised a question re- 
specting the sum of, £500 in the estimate of 
the Public Health Committee under the 
heading of ‘‘ Model Welfare Centre,” and it 
was agreed to reduce the amount to £100. 

The Public Health estimate was adopted. 

MAIN DRAINAGE. 

On the estimate of the main drainage, Alder- 
man Shields referred to the fact that the 
Streets Committee had deleted £3,500 for the 
purpose of installing two more electric pumps, 
and left the estimate at £506. The full sum 
was now on the estimates, and he moved that 
it be deleted. 

Senator Mrs. Wyse Power, as.»Chairman of 
the Finances and General Purposes Committee, 
said that she was sorry that she was unable 
to give any information as to how the item 
had been placed on the estimates 

Mr. McIntyre explained the various phases 
through which the item in question had 
passed, and said that finally there was a 
voting result of 10 to 2 to have it reinstated. 
If £35,500 was deleted, it would be necessary 
to - in £1,000 to pay wages. 

r. Moran said that there was certain 
work that it was desirable to complete this 
year, and he suggested that the amount be 
allowed to stand on the estimate.

Alderman Hubbard Clark opposed, as also 
did Alderman Shields,. who said tbat if 
certain reductions had been carried out £600 
should be sufficient.

At. the final sitting of the Congress of the 
Irish National School Teachers in the Mansion

D. A' Meehan) proposed a resolution, protest- 
ing against the scrapping ‘by the Free State 
‘Executive Council of thé salary scales. em- 
bodied in the 1920 agreemient, and authorising 
the executive of the organisation to use every 
legitimate means to combat the attack on the 
position and status of National Teachers. . 

The. present. salaries, the .President. said, 
wert tach that dustmen would turn 'np their 
noses at them. © He conid find no word in: the 
English or the Irish language to adequately 
express the teachers’ opinion 6f{-the Govern- 
ment’s action. . 

Mr. Frisby (Kilkenny) seconded. Mr. 
Cunningham (Cork) moved an. addendum to 
the resolution, reiterating a demand on be- 
half of the old rst of first-class 
teachers. for- a bonus on the same 
lines as that already granted to those holding 
University degrees. « ° ' 

The resolution and addendum were agreed 
to, with. a further recommendation that, t 
Executive demand. the restoration of full 
salaries. ' 
~ EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 

Mr. Murphy,’ Vice-President, proposed a 
series. of, resolutions calling attention to the 
‘deplorable failure” of the Free State's 
Ministry to introduce or enact such: legisla- 
tion as may be necessary to bring about. the 
educational reform so urgently needed, 
especially in the matter of school attendance, 
the eo-ordination .of the. present water-tight 
‘“svstema,’’ and the provision, equipment, 
and upkeep of suitable school buildings. 
“This failure,” the resolutions stated, ‘‘'is all 
the more surprising in. view of the many 
promises which have been made (including 
that contained in the Government Partys 
election manifesto last August) to the effect 
that educational reform would he one of the 
first matters to be undertaken by the new 
Government.” The resolutions also condemned 
insanitary school buildings and laygrounds, 
and urged the provision of suitable residences 
for teachers requiring ‘them. 

Mr. Jones (Cork) seconded the .resolution, 
and a number of delegates, speaking to it, re- 
ferred to the failure of the School Attendance 
Regulations Act, and‘said that the Committees 
should have been done away with altogether. 

The resolutions were passed, including one 
favouring amalgamation. 

The President moved a resolution, express- 
ing the view that the failure to formulate a 
Civil Service scheme of pensions was a breath 
of the understanding arrived at when the 
1920 salary terms were accepted, and em- 
phasising the urgency of an immediate modi- 
fication of thé present pensions regulationd, 
so as to bring them into conformity with those 
provided for Civil Servants. y 

Mr.’ T. J. O’Connéll, General’ Secretary, 
said that the Northern Ministry had adopted 
the. regulations of the old Board, and 
ithere was no extension beyond the 
age of 65. The . Provisional Government 
as it then was, did give an extension’ of ‘six 
months, bat in September, 1922, decided to 
follow the regulations of the old Board. ~ . 

Mr. Jameson (Belfast) moved an addendum 
calling on the Government of ‘Northern Ire- 
land to grant added years of service to those 
whose positions might be abolished in conse- 
quence of the onening of new schools under 
the Education Act of 1925, and who might 
find it impossible to procure other appoint- 
ments so that thev might retiré on full pen- 
sion. In Belfast, he said, a large number of 
schools had been condemned as unfit, and 
when they were pu'led down there was n 
guarantee that the teachers would get ap- 
pointments in the new sehools. 

The resolution was passed, and it was also

The Free State Budget. 

The lively interest which is being 
taken in Mr. Ernest Blythe's first Budget 
is a welcome sign of a growing civic spirit 
in the Free State. We must congratulate 
the Minister for Finance on the able 
manner in‘ which he _ introduced hjs 
and, if we are 
to agree with all of them, 
we recognise that the Minister has 
tackled a difficult task with courage and 
skill. The general financial position is 
quite sound. On March 3lst, 1923, the 
Treasury had a cash balance of £197,000 
and a debt of £2,531,000. On March 3lst, 
1924, the figures were £3,395,000 and 
£13,912,000 respectively. The balance-sheet 
for the year also was satisfactory. Revenue 
was estimated at £26,096,230, and it pro- 
duced £31,414,000. Expenditure was esti- 
mated at £45,750,817, whereas only 
£38,639,355 actually were spent. Instead 
of an estimated deficit of nearly 
£20,000,000, therefore, Mr. Blythe has 
managed to reduce his loss to the com- 
paratively reasonable sum of £7,225,000. 
For the current year the Minister ésti- 
mates a total revenue of £27,687,300 and 
a total expenditure of £36,346,275. The 
cost of the Army has been reduced by six 
and a half millions to, roughly, £4,000,000, 
while compensation payments will be down 
by £3,000,000. There will be a cash deficit 
of £8,659,000, of which over ninety per cent, 
be attributable to compensation 
awards, 

Several new taxes have been imposed, and 
income tax will remain at the paralysing 
rate of 5s. inthe pound. We believe that, if 
Mr. Blythe had taken his courage in both 
hands and given the taxpayer a relief of, 
say, sixpence, thus bringing the rate down 
to the British level, he would have been 
repaid amply by increased revenue from 
other sources. So far as the average man 
is concerned, the concessions in super- 
tax and death duties are negligible. 
The are an experi- 
ment protection which must 
deplore. All imported footwear will be 
subject to an ad valorem duty of 15 
per cent, There will be a tax of ó 5-5 pence 
per Ib. on sugar confectionery, which will 
be increased to 6d. per lb. in the case of 
cocoa derivatives. Candles and soaps will 
pay 10 per cent. ad valorem; black and 
green glass bottles will be charged at the 
rate of 33 1-3 per cent., and, finally, imported 
bodies for motor cars will be placed on the 
same basis as motor cars themselves and 
will be subject to the 33 1-3 ad valorem 
tax. These tuxes are estimated to yield 
no more than £300,000 or £400,000 all 
told, and their immediate effect will be to 
raise prices. All classes of the community 
will be affected by the tax on boots and 
shoes, which will work out at three 
shillings in every pound, At present the 
Free State produces only about one- 
fourteenth part of the footwear which it 
uses, and there is no likelihood of a sub- 
stantial increase in output in the near 
future. Even if some big English or 
American firms establish factories in the 
Free State, the citizen will be required to 
pay dearly for their enterprise. 

z x on sugar confectionery will 
he to all sweetmeats, as well as to 
jam and marmalade. Here, again, prices 
will tend to rise, and we cannot agree 
with Mr. Blythe's assertion that, as 
“sweets ' are a luxury, the tax is “not 
open to objection from any angle.”

Credits for Russia. 


The Anglo-Soviet Conference, more 
fortunate than the Irish Boundary Con- 
ference, remains in being, and M. 
Rakovsky, the leader of the Russian dele- 
gation, is “well satisfied ' with its pro- 
gress. It is difficult to believe, however, 
that the negotiations can be successful 
unless the Soviet Government s attitude 
undergoes a radical change. Russia pro- 
poses to obtain from Britain large com- 
mercial credits—to the extent, it is said, of 
some £100,000,000—and Britain is quite 
willing to grant such credits on terms. 
Those terms have been stated explicitly 
by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald on behalf of 
his Government and by a body of eminent 
bankers on behalf of the investing public. 
No British money will go to Russia until 
she recognises her pre-war debts, restores 
the property of British subjects which was 
plundered during the Bolshevist revolu- 
tion, and guarantees that in future private 
property shall be safe from confiscation. 
It is clear from the statement which M. 
Rakovsky made yesterday to Reuter's 
Agency that he is not yet prepared to 
satisfy these demands. Concerning some 
of them he observed a marked silence; 
of others he spoke vaguely, and to some 
others his attitude was definitely hostile. 
It is true, as he says,

M. Rakovsky re- 
cognises Russia s pre-war debts to Britain, 
but says that their payment depends on 
the expected credits—a plain hint that 
the debts may be repudiated if the credits 
are refused, At Moscow, moreover, Trotsky 
is declaring that the Soviet Government 
not recognise Russian debts ito 
Britain under any circumstances. The 
bankers’ demand for the restoration of

private property is rejected vehemently 
by M. Rakovsky, as being a challenge to 
the very principles of Soviet organisa- 
tion ; and we do not think that his alterna- 
tive proposal—the granting of their own 
former property on lease to expropriated 
owners—will be acceptable to the British 
Government. M. Rakovsky’s appeal to 
class prejudices and interests is quite 
beside the point. His delegation is sup- 
posed to be submitting what the Americans 
call a “business proposition’’ to British 
business men. These men have demanded 
certain safeguards before they will agree 
to grant credits to Russia. 
that such safeguards will be forthcoming 
improved by M. Rakovsky’s 
manijesto.

Dublin’s Ruins. 


The Dublin Reconstraction (Emergency 
Provisions) Bill was read a second time 
in Daw Hireann yesterday. We are in 
complete agreement with the Minister for 
Local Government's view that the measure 
is urgent, and we share Mr. Johnson's 
curiosity to know why it has been delayed 
so long. The ruined walls of the General 
Post Office have remained untouched for 
eight years and the desolation of Sack- 
ville street and the Four Courts is un- 
changed after the passing of nearly two 
years. The appearance of our once beauti- 
ful capital is an eyesore to the citizens 
and a reproach to the inertia that has 
fallen upon the nation. Of course money 
is short—the wicked folly of our ex- 
tremists has made that inevitable—and 
the Government has been embarrassed in 
nearly every possible way; but we cannot 
have any reasonable standard of civic life 
while the people are forced to live and 
move in such surroundings. The infinitely 
greater problems of reconstruction that 
faced Belgium and France have been 
tackled in a very different spirit. There 
will be no real revival of industry and 
trade until a determined effort is made to 
efface these visua] reminders of our recent 
agony. We must discard unprofitable re- 
fiection on the glories of the past and must 
concentrate on the present with reference 
to the future. Sackville street was recog- 
nised formerly as one of the six finest 
thoroughfares in Europe. Now much work 
must be done before it can come within 
measurable distance of a place among the 
first six thousand. The question of 
supplying work for the alarming number 
of unemployed is quite incidental, but it 
is extremely important and in itself is 
sufficient to justify an effort on a large 
scale. The progress of the Bill must be 
freed from the fetters of “red tape,” of 
which Mr, Burke’s statement that “a 
great many different agencies had to be 
consulted before they agreed to introduce 
it’? was ominously suggestive. 


Rival Ports. 


Southampton’s struggle with Liverpool 
for the position of principal passenger 
port of the British Isles seems to be 
within sight of success. The latest figures 
show that: Liverpool now leads by only 


one per cent. of the total passenger traffic 


? 


| that passes through the ports of England. | 


Liverpool handles 33 per cent. of this total 
and Southampton 32 per cent. A few 
years ago. Liverpool's pre-eminence 
appeared to be secure, but Southampton 
has made enormous strides. She possesses 
one great advantage in her proximity to 
London. London herself is not well 
équipped for the handling of passenger 
traffic; she occupies only the third place 
among English ports in this respect and 
tlaims but half the percentage of pas- 
senger traffic that passes through South- 
ampton. She still retains, however, the 
first place among British ports if tonnage 
of every description is included. Last 
year she handled over twenty million tons 
—the largest figure of any port.in the 
world, although the value of New York s 
trade was greater. The question of 
accessibility has prejudiced Plymouth, 
although she has many other advantages. 
and is served from London by the train 
that makes the longest non-stop run in 
the world. There are hopes that Southamp- 
ton will develop also as a cargo port; but 
in this respect she has a long way to go 
before she can rival Liverpool, where nearly 
fourteen million tons were entered and 
cleared last year, as compared with South- 
ampton's two and a quarter million tons. 
The northern city will not surrender her 
pride of place without a struggle, which 
shipping circles will follow with keen 
interest.

Profound disappointment is expressed in 
Government circles at the failure of the 
Boundary Conference, while surprise 1s 
felt that it lasted such a short time. It 
is said that the six hours occupied by the 
deliberations were devoted mainly to argu 
ments between President Cosgrave and Sir 
James Craig while Mr. Thomas did his 
utmost to pour oil on troubled waters 
At times the rroceedings were not pre 
cisely calm, but the Colomial Secretary 
used his most persuasive aits to keep them 
under control. The Conference began with 
Ulster’s maintaining her claim that no 
alteration could be made in the boundaries 
between Northern Ireland and the Free 
State, and the situation was precisely the 
same at the close. 

I fear that it would be useless to antici- 
pate a resumption of the Conference 
proceedings. Conferences are at an end. 
and the idea in Government circles is that 
the statutory position must be maintained. 
The Irish Free State delegates left London 
to-day, but the Northern delegates are re 
maining for the time being. Hope was 
entertained that all the would 
remain in London over the week-end. but 
in the circumstances it seems that there 
is nothing that can be done to ease th: 
situation. The Free State delegates want 
the Boundary Commission set up at ones 
and it is quite possible that their request 
may be acceded to; but at the same tim: 
if Sir James Craig persists in his attit) 
and refuses to app Int a representati: 
the deadlock becomes complete. 


The Next Step. 


The result of the Conference is a c: 
disappointment to Mr. Thomas; fo: 
had hoped that the boundary dispu 
would have been settled amicably on 
for all while he was at the Colonia! Offic: 
Both parties agree that he did his utmos 
to bring about a happy ending to an ex 
tremely vexed question, and that it wa 
not his fault that the proceedings te 
minated so quickly. The matter is now 
removed from the Conference room to the 
Council Chamber; for it will be discusse 
fully at the meetings of the Cabinet next 
week. Tuesday has been mentioned, bu 
it is considered more likely that th 
subject will have to wait until the Prin 
Minister returns to London in the middle 
of the week. In any event, it is under 
stood that a statement will be made in 
the House of Commons at an early date.

Property Losses. 


Turning now to expenditure, the estimate 
passed by the Dail for the year 1923-24, both 
original and supplementary, covered a net total 
amount of £45,750,817. This amount is over 
ten milions in excesa of the sum which it 
actually became necessary to issue from the 
Exchequer to meet corresponding expenditure. 

In general, the Exchequer issues have ap- 
proximeted fairly closely to the estimated 
requirements, and the unused balance of ten 
millions is attributable largely to two votes 
in which the course of events could not have 
heen foreseen These votes were property 
lasses compensation and land purchase 
annuities. 

In the case of the compensation vote the 
hearinge of applications under the Damage to 
Property (Compensation) Act did not begin 
as early as was expected when the estimate 
was prepared, and in consequence the awards 
moder that Act, except to a small extent, did

not mature for payment within the year 
1925-24. 

Also, the progress made by the Compensa- 
tion Commission in dealing with pre-Truce 
damage has tended to indicate that 
the awards of that body will 
not involve such large ayments 
as was at one time supposed, while 
in cases where payment is due only on ful- 
filment of a building condition applicants have 
been slow in taking steps to carry out this 
cendition. ; 


The Land Act. 


There has in conseguence been a margin of 
£6,380,000 on the compensation vote of the 
year. In the case of land purchase annuities 
the law in force at the commencement of the 
year contemplated that the annuities would 
come into the Exchequer as revenue and be 
issued through a vote to the appropriate 
Land Purchase Fund. 

The provision of new machinery by the 
Land Aet passed during the year has removed 
the need for this vote and caused the greater 
part (about £2,000,000) of the money provided 
in the vote to remain nnissued. Next to these 
two principal items the chief saving effected 
consisted of £300,000 in the vote for Local 
Government, owing to grants for housing 
schemes not falling due ee payment to the 
full extent within t!.e year. 

Besides Exchequer issue of £35,413,156 for 
Supply Services, there were payments of 
£3,226,199 for Central Fund Services. The 
latter figure is approximately.in accord with 
the original] estimate, after allowance is made 
for the fact that the payment to Great 
Britain in respect of the attributable revenne 
of 1922-23 was £300,000 less than the original 
British claim. 

Taking Supply Services and Centra] Fund 
Services together, and leaving aside capital 
issues for the Telegraph Acts, the Unemploy- 
ment Fund or repayment of debt, the total 
expenditure of 1925-24 may be taken as 
£38,639,355. 


Deficit of £7,225,000. 


I have stated that the revenue of 1923-24 
was about £31,414,000 and that the expendi- 
ture was about £38,639.000.

uring the year. It is not necessary for me 
now to dwell upon the manner in which 
the problem was met. It is sufficient to note 
that the successful flotation within the 
country of a National Loan of £10,000,000 on 
terms at least as favourable to the State as 
those enjoyed by several long-established 
Governments of good financial repute was an 
event which deeply impressed financial circles 
throughout the world and placed the credit of 
this country on an impregnable basis. The 
ful] amount of the Loan at 95 per cent. was 
received into the Exchequer during the year. 

Before the issue of the National Loan steps 
had been taken to raise funds by the issue 
of Savings Certificates. These Certificates 
began to issued during July, and had 
brought in the substantial subscription of 
£950,000 by the end of the financial year. 

Apart from borrowing to meet the cash re- 
quirements of the Exchequer, a beginning has 
been made with the creation of debt in the 
form of 5 per cent. Compensation Stock, 
which is issued in part discharge of awards 
under.the Damage to Property (Compensation) 
Act.

Estimate Unaltered. 

I think I have now given deputies all 
material information for an understanding of 
the position so far as concerns the year 1923- 
24, and I will, therefore, turn to the figures 
for 1924-25, which were circulated before the 
adjournment, and which deputies will, no 
doubt, have already examined. 

There is little to be said by way of com- 
ment upon the published estimates of the 
probable revenue of 1924-25, except to observe 
that they have been prepared upon the basis 
of existing taxes, and have taken no account 
of the proposals which it will be my duty to 
lay before the Dail im the later part of my 
statement. 

So far, however, as this point is concerned, 

may, perhaps, anticipate matters by 
stating that, while the existing basis of 
taxation will be modified by these 
proposals as regards the distribution 
of duties under their several heads, yet in the 
aggregate the result of the new proposals will 
be such as to leave the total published 
estimate of tax revenue substantially un- 
altered. 

It should hardly be necessary to state that 
the published figures represent the best at- 
tempt which can be made to forecast the 
situation during the current year, after mak- 
ing full use of the data yielded by the ex- 
perience of the past year and allowing for 
such factors as general observation of the 
economic position appeared to require. 


Revenue of £27,000,000, 


The total tax revenue is expected to amount 
to £22,543,000. 

The non-tax revenue has beem reckoned at 
£5.144,300, both heads of revenue together 
yielding a total of £27,687,300. 

The estimates of expenditure which have 
been circulated indicate a need for providing 
£31,873,791 in respect of Supply Seeviees and 
£4,472,482 in respect of Central Fund 
Services—that is a total under the two heads 
of £36,346,273. 

This is not the occasion for the review of 
the estimates of expenditure, but I think it 
well. to mention that the provision for the 
Army in 1924-25 is about £4,000,000—that is, 
64 millions less than in 1923-24—and that the 
provision for Mass compensation is re- 
duced by three millions. The expenditure on 
Central Fund Services includes full provision 
for the sinking fund on the National Loan. 

For ‘ determining the relation between 
revenue and expenditure in 1924-25 the two 
main figures are the revenue of £27,687,000 
and the expenditure of £36,346,000. These 
indicate a cash deficit for the services con- 
cerned amounting to £8,659,000. If the entire 
charge for personal and property compensa- 
tion is set off against this figure, there would 
remain only a deficit of about £500,000. 


Beer Duty Down. 


This, so far as it goes, tends to indicate 
that the Budget position is not unsatisfactory. 
As, however, I indicated earlier, when speak- 
ing of 1923-24, great caution must be exer- 
cised about drawing inferences from these 
figures. On the revenue side the income tax 
collectable still includes a large amount o 
arrears, and there is reason to fear that the 
productivity of taxes generally may be ad- 
versely affected for some time to come by the 
prevailing depression. 5 

The Excise duty on beer, which is one of 
the most important sources of revenue, has 
already begun to show signs of a trend of this 
kind. Again, on the expenditure side the 
debt charge has not yet reached its ful] de- 
velopment, and, in particular, a substantial 
addition to the burden under this head may 
be expected through the creation of Com- 
pensation Stock in settlement of awards under 
the Damage to Property (Compensation) Act. 

Again, no allowance has been made in the 
figures I have given for inevitable additions to 
expenditure by reason of supplementary 
estimates and for new charges likely to 
result from legislation now going through 
or soon likely to be introduced. On 
a fair view of the whole situation it 
is, [ think, permissible to claim that with a 
little further progress such as it should be 
quite feasible to attain in administrative 
economies the Budget would be brought 
within measurable distance of equilibrium. 

sven this, however, with a distinct gain 
from the purely financial point of view is not, 
in the opinion of the Executive Council, the 
ultimate goal to be aimed at. It is further 
necessary in the economic interest of the coun- 
try to reach a stage at which the present ex- 
cessive burden of taxation can be eased, and 
the productive industries of the country there- 
by afforded a fair opportunity of developing 
at home, and competing on level terms with 
rivals in outside markets. 

Retrenchment is the only means that at 
present promises a fair prospect of bringing 
relief from the weight Sraxation that now 
presses on the country. 


Fiscal Rakesen, 


It is plain that in the present circumstances 
it is not possible to remove any of the exist- 
ing burden of taxation. The Executive Coun- 
cil have, however, given anxious consideration 
to the question how far they could consis- 
tently with this general attitude assist the 
economic interests of the country by readjust- 
ment of the existing fiscal system, and they 
have determined to propose to the Dail cer- 
tain measures designed to that end. 

As stated by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce in a debate which arose out of the 
reports presented by the Fiscal Inquiry Com- 
mittee the Government takes up no doctri- 
naire attitude on the question of Free Trade 
and Protection. It regards the matter as one 
of .expediency which may be variously de- 
cided in different circumstances. 

During the past year it has been inces- 
santiy urged upon the Executive Council that 
a large number of protective duties, amount- 
ing, im fact, to a general tariff, should be im- 
posed for the purpose of supporting the many 
industries in the Saorstat, which are suffer- 
ing acute depression, and of relieving the 
widespread unemployment which exists. 

The Executive Council is convinced that the 
matter is one on which the country should 
feel its way. We are not prepared, on the 
one hand, to recommend anything approach- 
ing a general tariff with the substantial rise 
in the cost of living, which would inevitably 
follow, bringing other and serious economic 
problems in its train. Neither are we pre- 


pared to let the industrial drift continue, and 


content ourselves with preaching efficiency 
and the virtues. 


se . se 

An Experiment. 

After careful consideration we have decided 
as the best means of dealing with the situa- 
tion which exists to recommend to the Dail 
the imposition of certain duties which will 
give us a limited but sufficient experiment in 
the use of a tariff for the stimulation of Irish 
industry. 

By the end of a year we will have a clearer 
idea of the efficacy and all the reactions of 
protection as applied to Irish conditions than 
could ever be obtained by mere discussion and 
| speculation. Actual experience will teach us 
what fiscal policy is suited to our conditions. 
We propose to deal with only five categories 
of goods. 

We think the number is sufficient for a 
trial. Our Customs staff which was organised 
little over a year ago, which consists only in 
part of experienced men, and includes many 
recent recruits, which has worked for the past 
year without leave and at high pressure all 
the time will have a heavy burden cast upon 
it. We are satisfied, however, that it will be 
possible to have the new duties colected 
without delays or dislocation of business. 

We have selected as the main case for the 
proposed experiment the boot and shoe in- 
dustry. This industry is one which should 
flourish in the Saorstat, and if it were 
strongly developed should lead to the resurrec- 
tion of an important tanning industry, which 
would link it with the main agricultural in- 
dustry of the country. At present the manu- 
facture of boots and shoes is carried on to 
some extent in the Saorstat, but about four. 
teen-fifte*nths of our requirements are im- 
ported, the annual value being over 


£2,000,000. 
Boots. 


The proposal I have to make to the Dail 
in this case is that there should be imposed 
a Customs duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem. 
It, will be readily seen that with the limited 
eapacity of Irish boot factories there can 
hardly be any great diminution of the im- 
portation of boots and shoes in the present 
financial year. 

A considerable time must elapse before 
Irish factories can extend their plant and 
increase their output, or before British boot 
firms which might desire (like British tobacco 
firms) to retain Irish trade will find it possible 
to acquire sites and erect factories and plant 
and begin to produce on any considerable 
scale. 

Consequently, it must be anticipated that 
the duty will yield a large revenue in the 
present year, and must even continue to yield 
substantially for a further period. It is pro- 
posed, therefore, that the possibility of an 
increased burden on the taxpayer should he 
obviated by a reduction of the duty on an- 
other necessary commodity which is already 
taxed. 


Sugar. 


In addition to the tax on footwear, it is in- 
tended to impose protective duties on— 

(1) Confectionery. 

(2) Soaps and Candies, 

(3) Class bottles. 

(4) Commercial motor bodies. 

It is proposed that sugar confectionery 
should be subject to a Customs duty at a 
flat rate of 3 3-5d. per lb., and that prepara- 
tions made from or containing cocoa or choco- 
late in any form should be subject to Customs 
duty at a flat rate of 6d. per lb. As confec-

The balancing of the Budget is a 
matter which we ought to be able to 
accomplish in the year upon which 
we are entering. it ought to be 
possible, witheut any increase in 
taxation, to balance the Budget this 
time next year.

tionery is largely a luxury commodity, this 
tax is one which is not open to objection 
from any angle. It will, moreover, relieve 
the Revenue authorities of a great deal of 
troublesome work which was thrown on them 
when confectionery was taxed on its sugar or 
cocoa contents. 

Even if no experiment in protection had 
been determined upon, it is possible that some 
tax such as this might have been proposed 
for convenience of collection. The new tax 
will give a measure of protection ranging 
from $d. to 13d. in the case of sugar confee- 
tionery. and from 2d. to 3 2-5d. in the. case 
of cocoa preparations. 

Deputies aré, of course, aware that confec- 
tionery is already manufactured to a consider- 
able extent in the Saorstat, but the imports 
are, nevertheless, large, and it is hoped that, 
with the assistance of the duty now proposed, 
firms already engaged in the industry here 
will expand their business, that outside man- 
facturers may possibly deem it advisable to 
establish factories within the country, so 
that an appreciable increase in employment 
may be provided. I 


Soap and Candles. 


It is proposed that the duty on soap and 
candles should be 10 per cent. ad valorem. 
If manufacturers and workers are prepared to 


practically all the soap and candles required 
in the Saorstat should be supplied from home 
factories at no added cost to the consumer. 

he duty on black and green bottles will be 
35 1-5 per cent. ad valorem. Bottle-making 
is a very old Irish industry, which, because of 
the present unfair competition from ceipain 
foreign countries, seems to be on the verge of 
extinction. The Executive Council felt that 
in this limited trial of protection the bottle- 
making industry might fairly be given an 
opportunity of getting on its feet again, and, 
perhaps, extending its scope, especially as the 
duty now proposed will not afford any justifi- 
cation to retailers for increasing the price of 
porter or stout in such bottles. 

rhe total amount of the revenue likely to 
be derived from the protective duties which 
1 have outlined is difficult to estimate, as, 
apart from other considerations, the statistics 
of past imports of the commodities in question 
are not available in a sufficiently concise form 
on which to base calculations. 


£250,000 from Boots. 

In no ease, except that of boots and shoes, 
from which, perhaps, £250,000 might be ex- 
pected this year, is the revenue likely to be 
substantial, Next to boots and shoes the 
confectionery duty should produce the largest 
yield and the amount in that case might 
e something in the neighbourhood of £40,000. 

In the aggregate not more than £300,000 to 
£350,000 can safely be anticipated, and this 
figure should, of course, undergo much con- 
traction if the duties realise their protective 
object. 


Tea Tax Reduced. 


Having regard, however, to the possible 
immediate ettect of the duties, the Executive 
Council have thought it right to afford relief 
from existing taxation by reducing the tea 
duty from 8d. to 5d. per |b. (Hear, hear.) 

As tea is a valuable source of revenue and 
sachermengy suitable to the subject of indirect 
taxation, Í am bound to put it on record at 
this point that in the event of the new duties 
leading to any marked cessation of the import 
of the commodities affected, and a consequent 
loss of revenue, it may become necessary at 
some future time on budgetary grounds to 
restore part, at least, of the tea duty which 
is now being remitted, 

Replying to a question by Mr. Johnson, 
Mr. Blythe here stated that the full duty on 
tea was eightpence, but Indian tea came in 
under Imperial preference at 6 2-3d. The 

eneral tax was reduced by his proposal to 

vepence, and the other tax accordingly to 


4 1-6d. . 


No Tobacco Subsidy. 


Resuming, Mr. Blythe said—I now pass to 
a proposal of a somewhat different type, which 
will also have a certain protective effect. At 
the present time the application of Imperial 
preference to the duty on unmanufactured 
tobacco enables such tobacco from British 
Colonies like Nyasaland to compete against 
home-grown tobacco in a manner which does 
not arise where unmanufactured tobacco is 
imported from ordinary foreign countries, like 
the United States. 

The import of the tobacco enjoying this pre- 
ference is, in comparison with other tobacco 
imports, comparatively slight in amount, but 
it, nevertheless, prejudices seriously the pos- 
sibility of disposing in the market of home- 
grown tobacco at a price which would be re- 
munerative to the grower and curer. 

For some years the unsatisfactory position 
of the home grower in, this respect has been 
partly remedied by the grant of a State sub- 
sidy. . The Executive Council have mow de- 


cided to propose that this subsidy should be

MOTORISTS STILL “TOO 
HIGHLY TAXED.”

The following opinions on the effects of 
the new Budget proposals were obtained 
by Irish JTvmes’ representatives last 
night :— 

COCOA AND SWEETS. 


The manager of a leading Irish confec- 
tionery, cocoa and chocolate-making firm, 
said that the duties of 3 3-5d. per pound on 
manufactured confectionery, . and per 
pound on preparations containing cocoa and 
chocolate were rather misleading, as they 
were not additional taxes. He thought that 
the increase would work out at about 1d. or 
2d. in the pound, and that would enable the 
English manufacturers to sell at the present 
prices. 


BOOTS. 


The manager of a well-known English firm 
ef boot manufacturers did not think that the 
new tax of 15 per cent. on boots and shoes 
would adversely affect their trade in the 
Free State. Boot manufacturing, he pointed 
out, had not reached the advanced stage on 
this side of the water, as, for instance, in 
Northampton, where it had Seg oe into a 
huge organisation. He thought it highly im- 
probable that factories would spring up in 
the Free State in consequence of the new 
tax. English firms would have to bring over 
their own craftsmen, and, all things con- 
sidered, the proposed tax would not warrant 
the opening of a new factory. 

One of the boot manufacturers in the Free 
State made it clear that the 15 per cent. 
tax would barely put them on an equal 
footing with the importers, and it would be 
necessary for Irish workmen to give a better 
output than heretofore if the boot manufac- 
turing industry was to make any headway. 

Mr. Thomas Smalley, managing director cf 
Messrs. Winstanley, boot manufactupers, 
Back lane, Dublin, said that protection was 
in the national interests, and while they 
suffered from English competition, they felt 
it would be better to bring that competition 
to their very doors, and at the same time 
solve some of their domestic problems, such 
as free competition of labour. At the moment 
they suffered from a want of free interchange 
of labour, which would be beneficial to both 
employer and employé. Mr. Smalley added 
that he thought that the present concerns 
were endeavouring to do too much, instead 
of specialising on particular branches of the 
trade. 

There are but five boot factories 
land, situated one each in Dublin, 
Waterford, Killarney, and Carlow. 


BOTTLES. 


Alderman Alfred Byrne, T.D., who has 
taken a deep interest in the lot of the Dub- 
lin bottle workers, who have been disem- 
ployed for many months, expressed the 
opinion that the new duty on imported bottles 
would mean that there would be a revival of 
the bottle-blowing industry in Dublin. At 
the moment, he said, there were over two 
hundred workers in this industry out of em- 
ployment, 


MOTOR TRADE. 


‘Trish motor traders are sorry to see that 
the import duty on spare parts is not to be 
dropped,’ said Mr. F. M, Summerfield, Presi- 
dent of the Irish Motor Agents’ Association. 
“This was strongly urged by a deputation 
from this trade upon the Fiscal Commis- 
sioners, not only because of the handicap it 
imposed upon the trade, and, of course, pri- 
vate owners, but because the amount of 
revenue to be derived from it was negligible, 
in view of the cost of collection. Motor 
users are unfairly taxed. In the first place, 
they have to pay a heavy import duty on the 
vehicle itself, and they are taxed in per- 
petuity on the use of the vehicle by having 
to pay duty on the spare parts necessary to 
keep it on the road. When it is remembered 
that, with the exception of the Ford factory 
in Cork, no chassis or spare parts are, or can 
be, economically manufactured in the Free 
State, we feel that we are correct in describ- 
ing the import duty on motor vehicles and 
spare parts as unnecessarily harsh on the Irisn

“The new tax on motor bodies, in my 
opinion, will not increase the price of com- 
mercial vehicles in this country, as we have 
in existence two or three huge and well- 
organised coach-making factories, well 
equipped for economical production, and 
capable of immediate expansion to meet the 
growing home demands.” 


TEA, 


The view of retailers In the tea business is 
that there will be no reduction in the price 
of tea to the public for some time. There 
will be a meeting of traders, who will consult 
as to what should be done in regard to a 
revision of prices. There are large stocks of 
tea in the stores of many of the city mer- 
chants, and to dispose of these at a cheaper 
price than now charged would mean a heavy 
loss,

The Free State Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction has been informed 
that the Isle of Man Government has modified 
its restrictions against the importation from 
Ireland of re His is poultry, hay, straw, and 
peat moss litter, as follows :— i 

(1) The issue of licences is now being re- 
sumed for the importation into the Island 
direct from Ireland of horses, cattle, sheep, 
swine, goats and dogs, and also hay, straw, 
and peat moss litter; (2) cats and poultry 
may be imported into the Island direct from 
Ireland without restriction; and (3) hay or 
straw, used as packing for merchandise, may 
also be imported direct from Ireland. 

No licences for the importation of animals, 

yultry, hay, straw, and peat moss litter into 
the Island from Great Britain will be issued 
until after a fortnight has elapsed from the 
date on which Great Britain is officially de- 
clared free from foot-and-mouth disease-

NEW STATUS OF IRISH LAWN 
YENNIS ASSOCIATION. 


The annual general meeting of the Irish 
Lawn Tennis Association was held last even- 
ing at Mills’ Hall, Merrion row, Dublin. Mr. 
Serjeant Hanna, K.C., presided, and there 
was a large number of delegates, 

The annual report stated that during the 
1925 season 106 clubs had affiliated, 39 being 
in the city and 67 in the provinces—a con- 
siderable increase as compared with the pre- 
vious season, 

Ireland had been drawn against France in 
the second round of the Davis Cup, which 
must be played before Tuesday, 3rd June. 
Arrangements were being made for the French 
team to play on the Fitzwilliam courts on 
May 3lst and June 2nd and 3rd. 

The date of the Irish championships had 
been altered so as to take place the week 
before Wimbledon, and an Irish team id be 
sent by the Association to compete at the 
Olympic Games in Paris. It would probably 
comprise two men and two ladies, The Hon. 
Secretary, with Messrs. Barry, Linehan and 
J. Miley, had been appointed as a sub-Com- 
mittee to deal with the matter. The Lawn 
Tennis section of the Tailteann Games would 
take place on the Fitzwilliam Courts, on the 
llth August and following days, and it was 
expected that several Americans would enter. 

England found it impossible to send a team 
to Ireland this year, and, having regard to 
the Davis Cup tie, Olympic Games, Tailteann 
Games, etc., the Committee were unable to 
play the match in England. 

On the motion of Mr. Lune Joynt, seconded 
by Mr. Miley, the report was adopted. 

The draft rules submitted by the Commit- 
tee were discussed, amended and adopted. 
A vote of thanks was passéd to Colonel Court- 
ney, representative on the English Lawn 
Tennis Association, for his efforts on behalf 
of the Irish Association.

BILL RECEIVES SECOND 
READING. 


The Dublin Reconstruction Bill was 
brought forward for second reading in the 
Dail yesterday by Mr. Burke, Minister for 
Local Government. 

He said that the principal thing about the 
bill was its urgency. he problem of un- 
employment in the city was pressing at the 
moment, and the passing of the bill would 
help to relieve that. The destruction of pro- 
perty in Dublin had run into several million 
pounds.. Some of that property probably 
could never be replaced; they could not com- 

letely undo the destruction. They should, 
uaine, see to it that what was done, was 
done well. The Minister then explained the 
main provisions of the bill, and said that it 
was mainly a replica of the 1916 bill which 
was passed through the British House of 
Commons as an agreed measure. 

Mr. Johnson asked why, if the measure 
was urgent, it had not been introduced six or 
twelve months ago. 

The Minister said that it would not be 
easy to blame any particular body. Many 
interests were concerned, and many proposals 
had been made. The bill had reached his 
department from the Corporation only a very 
short time ago, and it had been necessary to 
conzult with a great many agencies before it 
was introduced. Moreover, as Mr. Johnson 
was aware, the want of the bill was not the 
only obstacle to building in Dublin. 

The bill was read a second time, and the 
Committee stage fixed for Wednesday, 7th

CONFERENCE. 


STATEMENT BY MR. 
COSGRAYV E. 


NO ALTERNATIVE 10 
THE COMMISSION. 


THE NECESSITY FOR 
SPEED. 


Following his return to Dublin yesterday 
evening from the Boundary Conference. in 
London, President Cosgrave made a brief 
statement in the Dail last night on the failure 
of the Conference. 

It was not generally expected that the 
deleyation would leave London before to-day, 
so that deputies were mildly surprised to see 
the President and the Attorney-General enter 
the Dail while the discussion on Mr. Blythe's 
financial proposals was in progress. The 
arty had arrived at Kingstown by the even- 
ing mail boat from Holyhead and motored 
directly to Leinster House. 

The President seemed in good humour, and 
on entering the Dail engaged in animated 
conversation with colleagues on the Cabinet. 
Mr. O'Higgins did not put in an appearance. 
The statement on the Boundary Conference 
was made in reply to a question by Mr. 
Dan McCarthy. Other deputies pressed for 
a fuller statement, but the President declined 
to say anything beyond reiterating that the 
Government was fully alive to all the needs 
of the situation, and that it was not relaxing 
its vigilance in the matter of protecting and 
maintaining its rights under the Treaty. 


PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 


President Cosgrave, in moving the adjourn- 
ment of the House, made the following state- 
ment on the Boundary question :— 

“I have to say that the Conference to 
which we were invited has not been produc- 
tive of any result. All the matters proposed 
were discussed, and no agreement was 
reached, and there is no alternative to the 
Boundary Commission, and there is nothing 
outstanding in the way of its proceeding to 
business the completion of its 
machinery. 
Mr. Johnson (Labour) rose, and . said—] 
think the Dail would be better pleased if we 
had a little more information as to the actual 
position, especially as we are not to meet 
again for a week or ten days. Can the 
Minister tell us whether it is quite unde-- 
stood that the Commission will be set up; 
whether it will consist of two or three 
persons; whether there is any definite under- 
standing that a Northern nominee will be 
appointed by the Northern Government, and, 
if not, what will happen? If the Minister is 
not able to tell us that, because he does not 

know, | think the Dail ought to be informed 
that he does not know, and [I think also that 
it would be well if we had some intimation 
from the Minister himself as to what the 
intentions of the Saorstat Government are 
in the event of any failure to set up this Com 

mission. I think it would be a pity to allow 
the Dail to adjourn for ten days without 
some further information than the Minister has 
given us. The country is very much in- 
terested in this matter. Those who are must 
immediately interested are wanting to know 
their fate, because for many hundreds of peuple 
that is what it means, They want to 
know whether they are to be permanently 
considered to be in the six counties under the 
Northern Government or whether there is any 
possibility of them being brought under the 
Government of their choice. The yeneral 
question is one that is of a great deal of in- 
tereat, and the Dail, I think, should have 
more information if at all possible. 

Mr. xter (Farmers’ Party)—I would like 
to ask one straight question—Is there going 
to be a time limit for the setting up of this 
Commission ’ Has the Saorstat Government 
it in their minds that there will be a definite 
time limit on which they will insist? 


NO UNNECESSARY DELAY. 

President Cosgrave—I am not in a position 
to say, or, rather, to give any answer to 
what Deputy Johnson has said. The Con- 
ference to which we were invited wound wp 
vesterday ¢\ ning somewhere after five, and 
I arrived here xt 5.30 this evening. As far as 
I know, no meeting of any of the three (io- 
vernments has been held since, and I can say 
positively that there has been no meet- 
ing of our Government. Consequentiy no 
decision could be arrived at. I have not yet 
received an answer from the British Govern 
ment with regard to Deputy Baxter's ques 
tion, but if it is any ease to his mind, | can 
say that I am, and this Government is, as 
fully alive to the necessity for speed as he or 
anyone in Ireland, including the six counties, 
who are anxious to come in here. I don't 
know, sir, that there is anything else I can 
answer on the subject, but that no unneces- 
sary delay has taken place, as fay as we are 
concerned, and that we have done our duty 
in making the necessary recommendations to 
the British Government for the completion of 
this article of the Treaty. 

Mr. Lyons asked would the report of the 
conference in London be printed and cir- 
culated? (Laugliter.) 

President Cosgrave—There is no 
from the conference.

MR. CAHIR HEALY AND ULSTER. 


Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., in a letter regret- 
ting his inability to attend a meeting in 
London last night for the release of political 
prisoners in Ireland and elsewhere, said that 
it was a great scandal that 300 men should 
be kept in custody for two years in a time 
of peace. Without the generous subsidies 
voted by the Labour Government, that could 
not be done. It was costing almost £14,000,000 
to govern the Six Counties, the population of 
which was just one-fourth that of Yorkshire. 
Yet they maintained 52,000 Special police, 
recruited almost on a sectarian basis, an 
paid for out of an Imperial grant. As the 
police force of the remaining twenty-six 
counties of Ireland numbered only 5,000; it 
ought to be clear that the real object could 
not primarily be one of law and order. 

It had been said, by one in a position to 
know, that the object was to defeat the 
Boundary Clause of the Treaty setting up the 
Free State, to which Great Britain was 1% 
signatory, and recent statements by Sir 
James Craig that he would ignore the Boun- 
dary Commission rather confirmed that 
theory. If so, there was a responsibility upon 
the Colonial Secretary and the Home Secre- 
tary jointly that they could not ignore, no 
less than the obvious precaution which they 
had to adopt. The Northern Parliament's 
treatment of the majority of the population 
in Fermanagh, Tyrone and Derry was in- 
defensible. Magna Charta, which protected 
the liberty of the Englishman, had to be 
superseded by a special Act of the Belfast, 
Parliament, and the average man of National- 
ist sympathies had now no liberty and no 
freedom. Although Nationalists in all the 
Six Counties were as anxious as anyone to keep 
the peace, they had been driven out of public 
life and largely out of public positions, until 
to-day the boards and the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland alike presented the extra- 
ordinary spectacle of assemblies of men of 
one religion and one political outlook.

THE NEW DUTY, 
WIDE APPLICATION. 
Mr. Blythe moved the third resolution, 
which contained the following :— 
That 4 C~stoms duty at the rate of three 
and three-fifths pence on the pound shall 
be charged, levied, and paid on all suger 


in addition to any duty which may be 
chargeable in respect of any spirita con- 
tained in such sugar confectionery, but in 
lieu of any duty which might otherwise be 
chargeable on any other ingredient con- 
tained in such sugar confectionery.

Captain hodvuand said that he did not 
think confectionery was a luxury for children. 
It was almost a necessity for young children. 
He thought it would have been better if the 
Minister had split the amount of the reduc- 
tion between tea and sugar. 

The Minister for Finance said that the ques- 
tion of a reduction on sugar had been con- 
sidered, but a farthing reduction in the sugar 
duty would have cost the revenue £200,000, 
and would not be likely to be passed on to the 
consumer. Even if they had made it a half- 
penny, which would have made the loss 
greater then they could contemplate, the con- 
sumer might not have got the benefit. The 
actual protection in the case of boiled sweets 
given to the manufacturer would only be a 
halfpenny in the pound, and would certainly

The amount of revenue to be obtained in 
the coming year from this tax was anticipated 
at £40,000. 

Mr. Wilson (Farmers) said that the taking 
off of twopence halfpenny on tea would be 
more than counter-balanced in the poor man's 
home by the increase of a penny a pound on 
jam. 


ATTRACTING INDUSTRY. 

The Minister replied that he did not be- 
lieve that such would be the result. The price 
of jam to the consumer would not be in- 
creased, because there would be a big increase 
in the home manufacture, while outside manu- 
facturers would come here to hold their trade, 
as the cigarette people had done. Jam EA. 
was one of the industries that can be starte 
with a small amount of capital, and he looked 
forward to a big increase in the output. 

Mr. Heffernan (Farmers)—Will the Minister 
give us a promise of legislation to prevent the 
prices of jams and confectionery "8. raised !

Mr. Sean Lyons appealed for a reduction in 
the duty on sugar by a penny or twopence a 
pound. 

The Minister—It would cost us £2,000,000 
to give twopence. 

Mr. Lyons thought that the price would be 
worth it for the sake of the extra strength it 
would give to the workers financially and 
physically. In the ordinary working-class 
home they used only one pound of tea a week 
but fourteen pounds of sugar. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Good mentioned the question of coffee 
essence excluded from importation since the 
Treaty. This could be purchased in Great 
Britain and in the Six Counties, and people 
in the Saorstat who had been in the habit 
of using it felt that they had a 
grievance. The Fiscal Committee had recom- 
mended its admission, but under a tax. 

he Minister replied that coffee essence 
could not be imported into Great Britain or 
the Six Counties across their Customs frontier. 
Camp coffee made in Great Britain was avail- 
able, Coffee essence was made in the Saorstat, 
and there was no reason for removing the 
prohibition because more individuals would 
suffer than would benefit thereby.

QUESTION OF DATE, 

Mr. Johnson asked why the date for the 
duty on confectionery was fixed for 26th A “il 
and for other articles for a date in May. The 
effect of this proposed duty would probably 
be an immediate increase in price. He be- 
lieved that such an increase would take place 
within a fortnight. The whole effect of these 
new duties would be to impose an unfair 
burden on the poor. That was in accordance 
with the Minister's frame of mind as shown 
by recent events. The new finance policy was 
going to add to the burden in prices upon the 
workers in the towns. 

Mr. Gorey proposed as an amendment that 

26th August be substituted for 26th 
April, so that there would be no increase in 
the price of jams already in stock, or for 
which the raw materials had been purchased. 

Mr. Baxter said that while the Minister 
seemed to be certain that there would be no 
increase in the price he had declined to say 
that he would try to pggvent such an increase. 

The Speaker said that he took it that what 
Deputy Gorey proposed was the deletion of 
the word ‘“ jams.”’ 

Major Bryan Cooper asked what was Deputy 
Gorey's definition of the raw material for 
jam. Personally, he was opposed to the re- 
solution. 

Captain Redmond said that he was in 
favour of deleting the whole resolution. 

Mr. Johnson said that, in the case of con- 
fectionery, there might be immediate protec- 
tive value in the proposal, but in regard to 
jams and marmalade there could be no pro- 
tective effect until later in the year. He 
approved generally of a protective duty on 
confectidnery and jams. There was far too 
much confectionery imported and too little 
home manufacture. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIFFICULTIES. 

The protective value could be obtained if 
the Minister would agree to a reduction in 
the sugar duty where the sugar was being 
used in manufacture. The Minister dissented 
from that. 

Mr. Blythe—Difficulties of administration. 

Mr. Johnson said that he was not sure 
there were difficulties: there was already 
some machinery for rebates in regard to sugar 
used in manufacture, and the Kind of sugar 
or saccharine used in manufacture was easily 
distinguished. If it were the Minister's in- 
tention that there should not be an increase 
in the retail prices of sweetmeats, then the 
way to get the protective value ont of the 
duty was to reduce the duty on sugar that 
entered into the manufacture. Mr. Johnson 
quoted the paragraph of the Fiscal Commis-

INCREASE IN SOME CASES, 


, Mr. Blythe moved that the Customs duty 
now chargeable under Section 7 of the 
Finance Act, 1916, on eertain table waters 
specified and defined in that section at the 
rate of fourpence per gallon shall, on an 
after 26th day of April, be charged, levied 
and paid at the increased rate of eightpence 
per gallon. The resolution declared that it 
was expedient in the public interest that this 
decision should have statutory effect under 
the provisions of the Provisional Collection 
of Taxes Act, 1913, 

The Minister explained that this provided 
a new method of calculating the duty. At 
present table water paid fourpence, and, in 
addition, it paid duty on the ingredients 
amounting to threepence or fourpence. ‘This 
would in some cases involve an increase. 

Captain Redmond asked for a specific de- 
finition of table waters. Did it include 
Apollinaris or waters used for medicinal pur- 
Were they taxable previously, and 
would they be taxed now?

BOOTS AND SHOES. 
A HEAVY TAX. 
THREE SHILLINGS IN THE 
POUND. 


The next resolution was to the effect that 
a Customs duty of an amount equal to 15 per 
cent, of the value of the articleéshall be 
charged, levied, and paid on all boots, shoes, 
slippers, goloshes, sandals and clogs, and all 
shaped soles, shaped heels and shaped uppers, 
imported into Saorstat Eireann on and after 
the 5th May, 1924. 

Mr. Johnson asked why the 5th May had 
been. chosen.as the day for imposing this 
duty. It would give boot importers an 
opportunity of flooding the country at. an 
advantage of 3s. in the pound. 

Mr. Blythe replied that in the case of 
confectionery the Customs staff. was already 
dealing with dutiable goods. In tue case of 
boots and shoes they. would be dealing with 
entirely new matter, and it would im- 

ssible to start collecting the tax at once. 

e did not think there could be any great 
amount of flooding in the meantime. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that the 
Minister’s proposal was simply turning busi- 
ness into a gamble. . It was inviting boot- 
sellers to put u their prices at 
once, He hoped that on reflection the 
Minister would not adhere to it. A tax 
of 15 per cent. was rather mutch to put on 
all at once, and would simply be passed on 
to the consunier. He suggested that the 
amount should be 10 cent. for three years, 
and, then, when Irish manufacturers were in 
a position to meet the demand, it could be 
raised to 15 per cent. To put this on im- 
mediately would be somewhat severe. and 
onerous. He thought some allowance should 
be made on children’s boote.

Mr. Sears said that factories where Irish 
boys and girls were employed had to close be- 
cause the Irish people would not buy the 
boots. 

Mr. Baxter said that, the farmers and 
labourers of Ireland would object to paying ós. 
im the £ for every. pair of boots, simply be- 
cause ‘they were unable to pay it. The 
workers of Ireland were never worse off than 
at present. This would raise the cost of 
living and the cost of productior’ in the 
country, Agriculture required protection 
more than any other industry. What they 
wanted<in this county was more efficient 
buspes# methods. é 

Mr, ,Hogan,. Minister for Agriculture, said 
that the Beet service that could be done to 
agriculture would be to bring down the cost 
of living. He agreed with Mr, Baxter in 
saying that the farmer was in an extremely 
bad condition at present. They could not op- 
ge lis, oileain resolution on any other 
asis consistently except by opposing any ex 
periment in, the nature of protection: That 
was what it meant. If that was the official 
policy, let them say so. The argument, ap- 
parently, wag that this duty would raise the 
cost of production, and, therefore, an import 
duty should be put on barley—to raise it 
much higher. 

Mr, Heffernan. said that his argument was 
that, an.import duty on barley would give 
the farmer a.better return for his produce. 


EXPERIENCE TEACHES, 


Mr. Hogan said that they could not have it 
both ways. They would never get the ques- 
tion of Free Trade versus Protection properly 
understood until they had made experiments 
on the subject They were now 
about to undertake a substantial ex- 
periment, which, he hoped, would 
teach them something useful; but they were 
not doing anything that would increase the 
cost of production. He admitted that there 
was no industry that required protection so 
mnch as agriculture, which had received so 
little of it. 

Mr. O’Mata said that there was no more 
sddsidised industry in the country than 
agriculture. (Laughter.) Grants from public 
fonds had been made to it, and colleges had 
béen set up in its regard where there were 
‘more professors than* pupils. (Laughter.) 

He would support the proposals a the Go- 
vérnment’ so far as they were experiments. 
But they were etperiments which would raise 
the cost of living. 

Why did the Minister say that this was a 
purely experimental question, and still invite 
outside people to come in and start manufac- 
tures in the country? The Minister owed it 
to himself to say exactly what he meant. He 
thought that the Budget would be well received 
lu the country, and he thought the fact that 
the Government had the courage to take this 
matter in hand and make experiments would 
be received by the’ country in a way that 
the people had not received anv acts of the 
Government. up to the present. (Laughter. )

Captain Redmond said that he strongly sup- 
ported Deputy Cooper's appeal that boots and 
shoes under a certain size, and shaped goles 
and heels should be exempted from the ex- 
periment, which by that. would not be inter- 
fered with. Hé welcomed thé step that had 
been taken if for no other reason than that 
it showed the people that they were not 
bound hand and foot to free trade or to pro- 
tection. 


GRADING PROPOSED. 


Mr. Johngon said that satisfactory results 
would be obtained if the duty were graded so 


impost than low-priced ones. By such means 
the burden of the tax would not fall upon 
the workman with a family. At & rough 
calculation, in every family of five persons 
the tax would amount to 10s. per year for 
boots. It was unfortunate that the Minister 
should have taken the line of making the cost 
of living higher by virtue of taxation. He 
had never contended that protective duties 
would not raise prices. It was almost inevit- 
able. But, subject to certain conditions, he 
believed this would redound to the advantage 
of the community. ” 

If the boot factories in Ireland, which now 
employed 700 people, with a capacity for 
1,000, were able to increase their output so 
that 5,000 people could be employed, there 
would at once be created an additional 
market for Irish-grown agricultural produce. 
There, would then be no occasion for farmers 
to look abroad for markets for their produce. 
In his opinion the tax would have the effect 
of causing a steady increase in the demand 
for Irish manufactures, and the workers would 
be agreeable to pay the extra price required 
when they saw the encroachments which were 
being effected upon the number of un- 
employed. 

He was anxious t4 secure that the con- 
ditions under which the protected boots were 
to be produced would be such that they 
would not mean the protection of a sweating 
industry. There would have to be some 
provision to ensure that the boot factories 
whose properties were to be protected should 
be bound to adhere to a certain minimum 
standard of wages and conditions. 


SUBSIDIES FOR ALL, 

Mr. Gorey argued that the Minister's pro- 
tective proposals meant the subsidy of cer- 
tain industries by a section. If there was to 
be subsidising it should be provided by the 
State and extended to all forms of industry, 
and it should begin with the industry that 
deserved it more than any—the industry that 
was starving. 

Major Cooper askeg the Minister to say 
whether a 5 per cent, duty would. give sufli- 
cient protection. If it would, a higher duty 
should not be imposed, because he was afraid 
that retail prices were going to be increased, 
not merely by the amount of the duty, but 
by an extra amount which the retailer would 
say was required to recoup him for the reduc- 
tion of his trade through the increase in 
price. 

Mr. John Good said that Deputy Gorey's 
objection was that protection was not applied 
generally, but to one or two articles. One 
thing that. he admired about the Minister 
was the caution with which he used a two- 
edged sword. While protection would be a 
good thing as regarded some industries, it 
would be ruinous in others, and to apply pro- 
tection generally would have the most disas- 
trous _ results. They had in this 
city and country at present old 
established boot factories, and they were 
able to compete with Northampton as re- 
garded quality and price. 

The tax on tobacco had the effect of start- 
ing a number of factories in the Free State, 
and they were able to buy their tobacco 
now at the same prices as bálosé the tariff 
was put on, It was, therefore, fair to 
assume that this protective tariff would have 
a similar effect on the boot industry. This 
proposal was put forward by the Govern- 
ment, not for the purpose of increasing 
revenue, but for increasing employment, and 
on that account he could not follow the 
logic of the Farmers’ Party. 

_ Paxes, local and State, were considerably 
inflated by unemployment, and a scheme like 
this should be calculated to ease the heavy 
burden of taxation now borne by the farmers.

Some 
form of employment must be found for the 
surplus farming population, and if they were 
going to do that the farmers must not say 
that the Government must not look to any 
other industry than agriculture, just because 
the farmers formed so large a part of the 
population of the country. 


“ EXPORTING ” FARMERS’ SONS, 


Some five or six years ago a prominent 
Pressman. in England, in reviewing the Ivish 
situation, pointed out that one of the real 
causes of complaint oa the part of lrishmen 
was that they had no opportunity in their 
own country to get a decent livelihood. 
While the farming community were entitled 
to every fair consideration, and got it, they 
should not shut their eyes to the fact that 
there: were Universities in this country giving 
instruction to members of their families—and 
exporting them. (Hear, hear.) 

fn considering their fisca] problems it should 
not be forgotten that the sons of farmers were 
being trained to get a livelihood in their own 
country, and to be of advantage to their 
country in consequence. 

Mr. Heffernan said that it seemed to him 
that the members of the farming community 
stood alone, and that they got very little 
sympathy from other members of society, or, 
ag he might say, from that House. The 
Farmers’ Party were not absolute, confirmed 
Free Traders. 

Mr. Gorey repudiated the suggestion, which 
he said came from the President, that 
farmers wanted no attention to be paid to any 
industry but theirs. 

Mr. Blythe said that he did not think a

There are, indeed. sermons scattered through 
the sublime parable which Bunyan meant very 
earnestly. In these there are things which 
should annoy my Prelatist blood, maybe; but 
the truth is, T'skip them. Iam no theologian, 
and I. eould not tell vou which of: the 
Pilgrims’ savings are orthodox: if there be 
heresy present, it never did me any harm. 
All is in character, and we should no more 
wish Bunyan’s Puritans to speak like ' Pre- 
latists than we should wish Hamlet to talk like 
a member of Parliament. I won'd be more 
annoyed if Christian and Faithful spoke opt 
of character, than if they uttered doctrines 
which were not mv own. Bunvan, having a 
poet’s vision is chiefly concerned with the 
essence of things: avd his story as literature 
is universally true. 

There is no book in English which draws 
a subtler rfarrative power from the language. 
In English literature there is a contmuous 
oscillation between the racy speech so potently 
used by Bunyan, and the urbane diction of 
the scholars, which reaches its most delicious 
expression in such writers as Elia. A narra- 
tive writer ought to read Bunyan often, to 
keep a tang in his style. Bishop Latimer was 
another master.of the racier language. When 
denauncing unjust judges, we have him 
him, exélaiming: “It will never be merry in 
England until we have the skins of such.”
